Washington Political Gossip. 


WASHINGTON, July 23:—A gentle- 


man, who arrived here to-day from In- 
diana, says that W. C. Goudy, of Illi- 
nois, whose prominence in democratic 
politics in that state has given his 
counsel some weight, has been in con- 
sultation with English, the democratic 
nominee, urging a conciliatory policy 
toward the greenbackcrs of Indiana, 
who are disposed to drop the democrats. 
It appears that English is decidedly 
hostile to De LaMatyr, and insisted on 
the nomination of a straight-out demo- 
crat in that district. Goudy is repre- 
sented as indignant at English's obsti- 
nacy, insisting that the most important 
object is ior the democrats to win. 
Goudy informed English that if tbe 
democratic party did not win this time 
ho would abandon it and urge a disso- 
lution of the present organization, and 
favor an entire rearrangement of lead- 
ership and party tactics. Goudy, after 
meeting English, went to New York, 
where he reported his interview with 
English to the members of the national 
committee, and from that source it is 
learned an effort is being made to re- 
store harmony between the democrats 
and greenbackers, which, it is admitted 
is the only hope the democrats have of 
carrying the state. They have lost 
largely from the more intelligent class- 
es of the party, and their lines are 
weakening every day. The republicans 
who have hitherto affiliated with the 
greenbackers are reported in letters re- 
ceived here as uniting with their old 
party friends on general issues. A let- 
ter received by Judge Scofield, register 
of the treasury, says: "Were the elec- 
tion held to day Indiana would give at 
least 5,000 republican majority, and 
the republicans arc sanguine of keeping 
publio sentiment up to this point at 
least." 


The report upon the case ol the col

Where the Grain Goti. 


Captain John A. Barnes furnishes us to- 


day the Toledo Produce Exchange report 
of yesterday, from which we extract the 
following items, which will show where 
the grain goes: On Friday 1,274,528 bush- 
els of wheat were received at Toledo, New 
York, Baltimore, Philadelphia, Boston, 
Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Louis and Detroit; 
1,087,306 bushels cor n at same cities; 146, 
585 bushels of oats at same cities. From 
Toledo on Friday 739,422 bushels of wheat 
were shipped away; also 947,109 bushels 
of corn, and 83,000 bushels of oats. A 
fair yield of spring wheat on the area 
sowed, will most likely make an aggregate 
excess of twenty to twenty-five millions 
bushels over the crop of 1879.
